The 
name of the other Speaker has not been released. 


The minority Liboral Govern- 
ment, headed by Prime Minister Sy 
Steinman will try to govern with- 
out forming a coalition, as had 
previously been suggested. 

In a Daily interview, Steve Lip- 
per, Chairman of the Stecring Com- 
mittee, stated that the reason for 
this decision is that the Liberals 
obviously cannot combine with 
parties having radically opposed 
policies, such as the Conservatives 
and the New Democratic Party. 
The Congress Towards Canadian 
Maturity which would have been 
ideal, has demanded more than 
the Liberals can agree to. 

Hence, the Government will ob- 
viously be a shaky one, and may 
possibly be defeated before the 
end of the session. In such a case, 
the Progressive Conservative Party 
will be asked to form a govern- 
ment. 


POSSIBLE MAJORITY 

Lipper said that the P.C.s are 
at the moment actively seeking 
areas of agreement with the other 
parties, with the view to forming 
a majority. 

The session will commence with 
the Speech from the Throne, out- 
lining the Liberal policies, which 
will then be debated.A vote of con- 
fidence will be taken before the 
end of the Speech. If this is de- 
feated, the Liberals will have to 
resign and the Progressive Conser- 
vatives will come to power. 

Trade and Unemployment bills 
are among the main bills expected 
to be presented at the Parliament. 
Also to be presented are bills on 
Education, and a private member's 
bill on Nuclear Arms. Concerning 
Trade, improvements in import and 
export balances, the devaluation 
of the dollar, and the implications 
on Canada of the European Com- 
mon Market will probably be dis- 
cussed. 

UNEMPLOYMENT 

Under the second topic, Canada’s 
half-million unemployed, and the 
possible exploitation of natural re- 
sources Will be the source of the 
debate. 

According to Lipper, this year’s 
Model Parliament should be very 
interesting, as it will present a

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Keep Marching On? 

Perhaps we are a little late with our congratula- 
tions to the actual members of the revamped Redmen 
Band ; but from the sound of things we may be right 
on time with or sentiments of enthousiastic apprecia- 
tion of the past year’s alterations as a means of sup- 
port for an increasingly active program in the next 
season. 

To state the matter very concisely, a great deal 
of effort and money have already been spent on the 
Band ; but, in order to achieve the calibre of a first 
rate group an appreciable amount of money and con- 
siderable more effort, both on the part of organizers 
and players must still be expended. 





















As a part of this year’s innovations, we can list 
the proud acquisition af distinctive and much-needed 
new uniforms, several instruments, and increased 
membership and a lighted practice area on the mid- 
dle field. Most of the trappings are there, but the 
mannequin still is not lively enough. 


In the opinion of those most closely concerned, 
a major factor in the solution to the problem is the 
creation of a University band which would practice 
and function throughout the college year, as opposed 
to the present system of a musical appendage to the 
football season. 


Let's admit it: before any organization such as 
the Band can hope to attract an active following it 
must be able to boast a sound and widespread repu- 
tation. Before the Redman Band can attain such sta- 
tus, it must enlarge upon its repertoire of marching 
drills and improve the quality of musical performance. 
Obviously, both conditions cannot be fulfilled during 
the short interim of organized practice before the foot- 
ball schedule ; neither can the band afford to neglect 


-one in favour of the other. Ergo, we must agree with 


the suggestion of a longer duration of active existen- 
ce and a new approach to the Idea of a band at 


McGill. 


This course of action is not as simple as it may 
seem, however. There must be increased financial 
support. A larger and more varied selection of music, 
aimed not only at a marching band but at a poten- 
tial musical organization must be obtained.. During 
the pre-football rehearsal period, more emphasis must 
be plac on the arrangement and perfection of mar- 
ching drills. Most important of all, student interest and 
participation must not only be maintained but aug- 
mented to justify such a program and to make it a 
SUCCESS, 


On the other hand, McGill stands to gain a year- 
round University Band which could participate in va- 
rious university functions, as well as a good, if not a 


potentially outstanding marching band to add to the 
interest of its football program. 


Perhaps we are being overly optimistic in our 
arguments, but considering the notable improvement 
of this year’s Band over previous attempts, we cer- 


tainly feel that the proposed venture is worth serious 
consideration. 
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plains His Country's Position 


During the past weeks, the Indonesian students at McGill had often been asked by the 
other students why Indonesia is unwilling to negotiate without any precondition to solve the 
West Irian (known to most of the Canadians as West New Guinea) dispute. 


To benefit those who have as- 
ked and still feel that more sa- 
tisfactory answers could be ac- 
quired as well as those who 
‘might be interested but up to 
now never had the opportunity 
to put any question to us, please, 
allow me to take the liberty to 
make a few statements which, I 
hope, will contribute somewhat 
to answering the question. 

The development of the dispu- 
te within the last eleven years 
has at the end forced us to go 
very far. Recently the Indone- 
sian government has called a 
mobilization. By having done s0 
our country practically has put 
everything it has at stake, In 
other words, we now have gone 
much too far to risk any failure 
in a negotiation. This is why 
that we now are only willing to 
negotiate under ‘the condition 
which ensures the transfers of 
the administration of West Irian 
to us. 

In passing, it should be noted 
that the Netherlands has chan- 
ged in their Constitution the na- 
me “Nederlands Oost Indie” in- 
to “Indonesia” about one year 
before the transfer of soverei- 
gnity which took place at the 
end of 1949, so that, even leaving 


aside the other considerations, ~ 


it is far from being unreasona- 
ble to claim that the transfer of 
sovereignity over West Irian has 


already taken place, This means 
that what still has to take place 
now is the transfer of the admi- 
nistration of the area.) 


What had been the develop- 
ment which at the end had for- 
ced the Indonesian government 
to call a mobilisation ? 


First of all, it should be re- 
membered that we always had 
been willing to negotiate with- 
out precondition. The two par- 
ties had negotiated for three 
years since 1950, But in 1953 the 
Netherlands stopped the discus- 
sion and since then has made 
further talks impossible, 


After then the Indonesian wil- 
lingness to negotiate without 
precondition did not recede, On 
the contrary, since then for 
three years unceasingly Indone- 
sia had tried to solve the dispute 
through the United Nations. 
This letter would be too lengthy 
to mention the Indonesian ef- 
forts to get the Netherlands back 
to the conference table again, 


’ and how those efforts have been 


rejected not only. by the Ne- 
therlands but also by most of 
‘the Western Powers. 


But mention should be made 
of the resolution which was put 
before the General Assembly at 
its session in 1957. The resolu- 
tion was a request that a Good 
Offices Commission be appoin- 
ted by the President of the Ge- 
neral Assembly to assist Indone- 
sia and the Netherlands to ne- 
gotiate, But, again, that resolu- 
tion was rejected by the Nether- 
lands and, of course, by most of 
the Western Powers, 


Then, and only then, we start- 
ed to realize that in spite of the 
United Nations one still often 
has to rely more on his own 
strength rather than on ‘the 


Lé 


goodwill of the others. And then 
we also started to be fully awa- 
re of the fact that peaceful 
means can only be effective if 
handled by a strong hand. 


In addition, we then saw clear- 
Jy that most of the Western Po- 
wers, — their hands tied by the 
existing relationship, their 
minds too much easily inclined 
to put the Netherlands in the 
right because to them it always 
has been clear that the Dutch is 
one of the best peoples in the 
world, it is very difficult to oc- 
cur to them that in one case, 
namely in colonial matters, the 
Dutch impossibly can be placed 


among the best nations — were — 


just unable to give us the peace- 
ful means which at that time 
lay in their hands, 


It was very fortunate that at 
that time the Indonesian leaders 
wera able to keep themselves 
coo] enough to refrain themsel- 
ves from going to those who 
might be willing to help to get 
some arms and then start figh- 


‘ting, What they did then was, 


after having warned the world 
beforehand, merely to nationa- 
lize Dutch enterprises at home. 


It was really fortunate that at 
that time the Indonesian leaders 
were willing to forget their ex- 
perience they had in the middle 
of 1947 and at the end of 1948. 
Some of the readers may know 
that we had then agreements 


which were known as -‘Linggard- 
jati” and “Renville” agreements, 


Both of them implied a clause 
which provided for an arbitrage 
in case of disagreement between 
the parties, But as soon.as a di- 
sagreement rose the Netherlands 
then found it much more easier 
to make Indonesia agree by laun- 
ching military attacks, in which 
case they were badly mistaken. 
Anyhow, twice disagreements 
had risen, and twice, one in 1947 


and the other in 1948, military 


assaults were Jaunched. 


And now, after having rejec- 
ted all the Indonesian proposals 
for negotiation without precon- 
dition at the United Nations, the 
Netherlands prides herself befo- 
re the world upon a plan which 
very mischievously is said to be 
aiming at self-determination. 
They have done so while they 
know very well that the area is 
still under dispute, and, not less 
important, they have done so 
while they know better than 


anybody else that is is extreme- . 


ly doubtful whether West Irian 
could stand alone. And what 


does all this mean to us Indone- © 


sians ? 


We are the other party in the 
dispute whom the Netherlands, 
by doing all those just mention- 
ed, tried to shun. And most of 
the peoples in the world know 
that our case is much too strong 
to be ignored. And in addition 
to these, we still remember very 
vividly -how the Netherlands 
from 1945 to the end of 1949 


had tried to frustrate our strug- 
gle for independence by trying 
to make seperated puppet states 
of almost all regions of Indone- 
sia, Is it not understandable that 
the Indonesian government now 
says: This is the last straw we 
can take, and decides to call mo- 
bilization ? 


By all these arguments I do 
not want to pretend to be able 
to change the view of those who 
have had other opinion on the 
matter. However there is one 
thing I sincerely hope the intres- 
ted students would do. My Indo- 
nesian friends and I, who hap- 
pen to be in Montreal and stu- 
dying at McGill this year, would 
be very happy if the other. stu- 
dents, in forming their own 
judgment on the matter, would 
be willing to take the above ar- 
guments into consideration.

Men 
are especially desirable for admin- 
istrative posts and thus they may 
move up quite quickly. 

After eight or ten years expe- 
rience, social workers can expect 
to have a salary of from $7,000- 
$10,000. Very few, however, in Ca- 
nada earn much more over this 
figure, but as Professor Gifford 
pointed out, people do not go into 
social work primarily to make a 
fortune, 

As Professor Gifford was speak- 
ing mainly to those students con- 
templating social work as a career, 
he briefly outlined the require- 
ments needed to enter the School 
of Social Work at McGill. The ab- 
solute requirement is a Bachelor 
degree in which the student has 
had an introduction to both socio- 
logy and psychology. 

The prospective social worker 
must have had an average above 
65%, and must be interested in 
people rather than things. Not re- 
quired but certainly desired is that 
the student has had some previous 
experience in providing group

The future social worker, after 
having completed his or her Ba- 
chelor degree, must follow a two- 
year graduate program. When this 
program is completed, the student 
receives a Master’s Degree of So- 
cial Work, During the two-year 
graduate program, the student has 
three days of academic work and 
two days of field work in the ave- 
rage week, 

GRADUATE TRAINING 


During the second year, slight- 
ly more emphasis is put on field 
work and the student follows a 
more specialized program of study 
in the field of his choice. 


Professor Gifford mentioned that 
there are a number of bursaries 
available for students wishing to 
follow a course in social work, and 
the whole profession is hopefully 
awaiting the announcement of in- 
creased help from the Federal Go- 
vernment in this respect.
